Thatcher cabinet excludes Heath 


LONDON, May 5 (Agencies) 
— Britain's new Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher Saturday 
named a cabinet of 22 ministers — 
but left out former Conservative 
Party leader Edward Heath. 

She named Lord Carrington as 
Foreign Secretary, her deputy 
William Whitelaw as Home Sec- 
retary and Sir Geoffrey Howe as 
Chaiicellor of the Exchequer. 

Other top posts went to Francis 
INm (defense minister). Sir Keith 
Joreph (industry minister-, James 
Prior (employment minister) and 
Michael Heseltine (environment). 

One of the surprises was her 
choice of Northern Ireland Minis- 
ter— Humphrey Atkins, a little- 
known part)' figure who has 
serred as chief Conservative whip 
( manager). 

Inform^ sources said Mrs. 
Thatcher bad neither seen nor 
^ken to Heath about a cabinet 
appoiotmem but had written a let- 
ter explaining her action. 

She ousted Heath as Conserva- 
tive Party leader in a bitter contest 


four years ago. Since then their 
relations have remained strained. 

Heath campaigned actively for 
a Conservative victory in the gen- 
eral election, drawing big crowds. 
But never once did pay public 
tribute to 53-year-old Mrs. 
Thatcher. 

Her aides said that Mrs. 
Thatcher believed she had either 
to ^ve Heath a veiy distinguished 
cabinet post or none at aJI. She had 
decided on the latter course. 

But one of Heath's closest fol- 
lowers, Patrick Walker, was 
included in her team. He was 
named Agriculture and Fisheries 
Minister.

Somalia to maintain 
relations with Egypt 


CAIRO. May 5 (AP) — 
Somalia will not sever diplomatic 
relations with Egypt, as 17 other 
Arab League members have done, 
the Somali foreign minister was 
quoted an sa\ing Saturday. 

The minister. Abdul Rahman 
Barre. who met with Prerident 
.Anwar Sadat and held talks here 
with Egyptian officials over the 
Egyptian-lsracli peace treaty 
made the statement shortly before 
his departure late Friday. 

Egypt is studying a list of arms 
requests by Somalia and the Egyp- 
tian defense minister* said his 
country was committed to 
‘'strengthen the defense" of 
Somali. 

An unspecified number of 
Somalis are studying at Egypt's 
mili tary academy the local press 
report^ Saturday. 

Meanwhile in New Delhi, an 
official spokesman said Saturday 
that Yugoslavia and India, leading 
nations in the nonaligned mo\’e- 
ment. are opposed to any move to 
expel Egypt over its treaty with 
Israel.

He did not 
identify the countries behind such 
a move.

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Carter whips up support 
for SALT, campaign bid 


■ LOS ANGELES, May 5 ( R) — 
President Jimmy Carter Saturday 
drummed up suppon both for the 
controversial new strategic arms 
limitation (SALT) agreement 
with the Soviet Union and for his 
expected re-election bid next 
year. 

The president linked the two 
topics during a speaking tour of 
two states, Iowa and California, 
where polls report that hb popu- 
larity is eroding badly. 

Appealing for acceptance of the 
almost-completed SALT treaty 
Fnday, the president acknow- 
ledged for the first time that ratifi- 
cation was in doubt because of 
growing opposition in the Senate, 
which must approve it by a two- 
'thirds majority. 

.The strongest opponents of the 


treaty are those who claim that the 
loss of monitoring posts in Iran 
will make it impossible for the 
United States to detect any Soviet 
cheating. 

The president, who has disag- 
reed with hiscrirics, injected anew 
and puzzling note into the SALT 
issue when he said he would meet 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
after the negotiations “if no 
unforseen developments should 
occur.” 

It was the first time that Carter 
had mentioned an unforseen 
development that might' affect a 
summit, and there was no 
immediate explanation from the 
White House as to why he had 
spoken in that way.

Anti - nuclear protests 
due in Washington 


WASHINGTON, May 5 ( R) — 
Americans opposed to the com- 
mercial use of nuclear power were* 
'to hold a mass rally in Washington 
Sunday, using the recent reactor 
accident in Pennsylvania as 
further justification for their-pF&- 
tests. 

Organizers of the meeting say it 
will be the first national anti- 
nuclear r^y and expect up to 
30,000 people to participate.

Island nuclear station, near Har- 
risburg, in March caused the 
release of radiation into the 


atmosphere. Many women and 
children were evacuated from the 
surrounding area. This has served 
to unite in renewed protest the 
various groups which have been 
opposing tte construction of nuc- 
lear (dants around the country. 
There are 1 20 such installations in 
operation or under construction. 

“ We are outraged by what hap- 
pened at Three Vfile Island and we 
are coming to Washmgton to teU 
President Carter and ingress to 
stop development of nuclear 
power,” one spokesman for the 
rally organiters said.

Radiation at U.S. mission 
in Moscow said lowered 


MOSCOW, May 5 (AF) Mic- 
rowave radiation beamed at tbe 
U.S. Embas^ by the Soviets has 
been reduced to an extraordinary 
low leveL authoritative socjoes 
have said. 

The Soviet action was seen by 
some observers as a step to 
improve the atmosphere between 
the two countries before their 
leaders meet at a summit soon to 
g gn a new strategic arms limita- 
tion agreement. The United States 
repeatedly protested tiie radia- 
tion. 

They said electronic checks 
show^ that since February a 
Soviet transmitter situated south 
of the embassy was operating less 
than 10 hours a weeL 

This figure compares with 40 
hours a week when that transmit- 
ter was nmning in tandem witii 
another in a 10-stoiy building 
directly across Tchaikovsky Street 
from the embassy.

On U.S.- Vietnam relations, be 
said it b difficult for the United 
States to establish diplomaticrela- 
tioQS with Vietnam because Viet- 
nam “maintains it has the right to 
invade neighboring countries.” 

He said Viemarn’s dedsioii to 
allow Soviet troops to base on its 
territory b another obstacle to 
normalization of relations bet- 
ween the two countries. 


Kissinger, who was guest of 
honor at a dinner given by former 
Cambodian Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk in Peking, said the 
prince represents” the incarnation 
of national feeling of Cambodia.” 
He said Sihanouk “might yet play 
a role” in his own country. 

On Sino-U.S. relations, the 
former secretary of state said 
de^te differences in ideology, 
tbe two countries share common 
interests. 

“ It b in our common interest to 
see to it that the world balance of 
power should not be overturned,” 
he said without elaboration. 

Kissinger described China's 
modernization program as a tre- 
mendous job after “an extended 
period of stagnation” and urged 
the United States to help tbe piog- 
ram. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP) 
— A secret U.S. Navy study has 
concluded that the cost of 
nuclear-powered mlssile-firuig 
submarines can be cut by up to 30 
per cent by building them smaller 
“without impairing safety, sec- 
urity or effectiveness.” 

That could mean saving up to $ 
360 million per submarine based 
on the currents 1 .2 billion price of 
a giant 18,750-ton Trident sub 
carrying the same number of 
weapons. Tbe Trident b derigned 
to fire 24 missiles. 

The study also su^sts that tbe 
navy could save up to $ 57 million 
apiece in building nuclear- 
propelled attack submarines smal- 
ler than today s 6,900-ton Los 
Angeles Class ships costing $ 
284.4 million each. An attack 
submarine fights other sub- 
marines and surface shq» with 
torpedoes and rodeets. 

“Within the limits imposed by 
essential requirements such as 
speed and missile capacity,” tbe 
study found, *‘cost reduction can 
be achieved through the design of 
smaller submarines.” 

The navy made public Friday a 
summary of the six-volume study, 
most of whose detaib were kept 
secret. Its findings are being con- 
sidered by senior navy and 
defense offals. 

The project, conducted for 
nearly a year by a special group of 
independent and navy experts, 
sprang from orders by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee which 
told the navy to look into possible 
deagns for future submarines 
aimed at trimming costs. 

The navy has been heavily criti- 
dzed in recent years because the 


costs of new submarines and pdier 
ships have climbed Steeply. These 
high costs have led to a shrinkage 
in the size of the U.S. fleet: 

The hu^ 560-foot Trident 
miteile-firing submarines, along 
with the SDpersized nncl^ air- 
craft carriers, have become central 
targets for such ciidcbm. Long 
range plans call for building 13 
Trident subs, whose multiple war- 
bead missiles could hit targets 
inside the Soviet union from at 
least 9,600 miles away. 

*Ilie declassified summary did 
not indicate bow much smaller the 
study group estimated a future 
missile firing submarine should 
be, compared with tbe Tridents. 

But in the summary the navy 
said it was found that “24-tube 
submarines are more cost- 
effective than those with 16 tubes 
(as in current Poseidon subs) and 
that appreciable reduction ia 
foUow-$^ aojaisitiQ/i cost can be 
realized without impairing safeQr, 
security lor effectiveness. ” 

As for the attack type sub- 
marines the navy said that the 
study found some smaller designs 
can offer savings, “thoi^ prob- 
ably at the expense of some 
decrease in effectiveness in (Certain 
missions.” 

The study said that detailed 
design is underway on a 5,000- ton 
variant of tbe current 6,900-ton 
Los Angeles class submarines “in 
an effort to derive a derign of sig- 
nificantly lower cost whQe still 
retaining adequate operational 
characteristics.” 

The navy stressed that final 
decisions on the future makeup of 
tbe U.S. submarine force had not 
yet been made. 


1978 air travel deaths 
seen close to '77 record 



■UNITED NATIONS, May 
( AP) — The safe^r of commercial 
air travel around the worid in 
1978 stayed close to the record set 
in 1977, tbe International CSvil 
Aviation Organization has 
reported. 

Assad Kotaite, president of the 
organizatioQ's'couiidl, told anews 
co^icQce at U.N. headquarters 
Friday tbe number of fat^ties in 
100 million passenger-kilometers 
of scheduled service amounted to 
only 0.08 in 1978. This was just 
slightl y higher tii a n the records 
0.07 in 1977. 

Kotaite said 1978 saw 23 fatal 
aeddents in scheduled service, 
witii a total of 652 deaths, oom-

pared to 24 accidents and 
deaths in 1977. 

In charter and non-scheduled 
operations, he added, 1978 
showed a noticeable improvement 
over 1977, with 30 accidents and 
464 deaths compared to 40 acci- 
dents and 832 deaths the year 
before. 

The high safety record accom- 
panied a steady growth in air 
traffic, averaging 10 per cent 
annually over the past five years, 
Kotaite said. Tra£& increased to 
685 million passengers in 1978, he 
said, and the volume of cargo 
increased by 53 per cent in the 
five-year period.

said, “ He looked as though be had 
just fallen off his horse.” 

The operation, to remove an 
intestinal blockage, was carried 
out less than four months after 
Wayne had his stomach and gall 
bladder removed because a can- 
cerous tumor was found in his 
stomacb. 

He had a part of ids left lung 
removed 1'4 years ago because of 
cancer.

SEATTLE, Wash. May 5 (AP) 
— Fossilized, bntdwred bones 
found in two Alaska gold mines 
provide new evidence that man 
migrated from Siberia to North 
America more than 30,000 years 
. ago, a geologist says. 

The bones, first discovered 
three years ago by a miner, are the 
earliest known evidence of human 
activity in the Americas, said Lee 
Porter, 31 a University of 
Washington scientist who has 
spent thm summers at the sites. 

The find is “very important,” 
Ms. Porter said Thursday. “ If s tte 
only American site of this anti- 
quity. We'veall been lookingforit 
for 12 to 15 years.” 

The mines are near the ghost 
towns of Jack Wade and Lost 
Oiicken Creek, about 10 miles 
apart and 40 miles west of the 
Yukon border, Ms. Porter said. 

Of the estimated 1,200 lion, 
bison, musk ox, horse and mam- 
moth bones found, about IS per 
cent show evidence of having b^n 
butchered, she said. 

Certain types of fractures, she 
said, showed that bones had been 
sma^ed just after the animal died 
so marrow could be extracted. In 
two caribou skulls, parts of the 
skuUs bad been removed to 
extract tbe brains, still a common 
practice among Alaska natives. 

Radioactive carbon dating 
showed one of the bison to be 
^ut 29,700 years old, Ms. Por- 
ter said. In the Yukon, researchers 
at Old Crow have found the jaw of 
a human child, thought to be 
27,000 years old. 

She said the bones in both finds 
are 15,000 years older than any 
other known evidence of man's 
activity in the Americas. 

Ms. Porter is among the scien- 
rists who believe that during the 
ice age, the interior of Alaska 
reni^iued relatively ice-free 


because of mountain ranges to the 
north and south that hindered 
preciintation. Consequently, the 
area became an ice free refuge 
that was discovered by prehistoric 
humans.

SEOUL, May 5 (AP) — Both 
North and South Korea have 
agreed to continue the dialo^e 
opened this week by United 
Nations Secretary General Kun 
Waldheim to break the stalemate 
in peace negotiations between the 
two long-time enemies, Waldheim 
told reporters Saturday. 

He had just completed a 3% 
hour meeting with ^uth Korean 
President Parir Cbimg-Hee. It fol- 
lowed by two days a meeting in the 
North Korean capital of Pyon- 
gyang, where Prudent Kim D- 
Sung told Waldheim be wanted to 
keep in touch with the secretary 
general. 

“It was agreed by both presi- 
dents to continue this dialogue, 
this peace effort, through their 
reactive observers at the United 
Nations, and to keep each presi- 
dent informed of future develop- 
ments,'* Waldheim said. Asked if 
he 1]^ sounded out both sides on a 




Specific approach that might even- 
tually result in breaking the stale- 
mate, he answered with a firm 
“yes.” 

“The North wants to keep in 
touch with me, so does the South. 
Evidently if we want to do some- 
thing helpful we must be able to go 
back to the other side to see in 
what way we can really contribute 
to tbe process of negotiations,” 
Waldheim said. In tbe contact 
has been almost non-existent bet- 
ween the two Koreas. 

Waldheim’s success in winning 
the confidence of both leaders was 
in contrast to his peace efforts ear- 
lier in this journey between Viet- 
nam and which resulted in 

cordial, but basically fruitless 
responses from their leaders. 

Waldheim said future contacts 
between himself and the two 
Koreas“will be on a discreet, per- 
sonal basis” and not witii the 
United Nations as a specific body. 
The mechanism is still to be 
determined. 

Waldheim said he had “no Qiu- 
sioos about the extreme difficul- 
ties of the problems facipg North 
and Skiuth Korea." Negotiations 
to bring full peace has bogged 
down years ago “but when bilat- 
eral talks started this year I ^t the 
feeling there was a new element 
arising,” Waldbeira said. .WhM 
tbe negotiations bogged down m 
proceduraJ matters “1 felt I might 
be able to do something to help 
them along.”

expert in the req>ected British 
journal “’The Lancet.”

He says in a toner (Niblished in 
tbe latest editkm of “The Lancef* 
that in experiments widi rats his 
research team found that tran- 
quilizers encourage the growth of 
cancer tumors. 

Urgent investigations are 
needed “in view of the very high 
levels of tranquilizer lise in our 
sodety." He urges doctois to be 
extremely cautious abogt ptt- 
sctitiuig tranquilizers for wpmen 
with breast cancer. 

Honobin wrote that be sus- 
pected tranquilizers promoted 
rather then having a direct 
carcinogenic efitocL 
“Hiis means that it wU be

VATICAN CITY,May 5 (AP)— 
Argentina and Chile on Friday 
formally began negotiations under 
Pope John Paul Us mediation in 
an effort to settle their dispute 
over the Beagle Channel at the tip 
of South America. 

In a 270-word communique, 
the Vatican said special ambas- 
sadors of the two predominantly 
Catholic nations met with Italian 
Cardinal Antonio Samore, 73, 
named by the Pope as his official 
mediator in the dispute. 

The diplomats began the ses- 
sion at tbe Pontifical Science 
Academy building. 


“The two delegations agreed on 
some points of common.interest,’' 
the communique said, adding that 
tbe two sides will inform the Vati- 
can on the “terms of their con- 
troversy* in coming weeks. 

Samore, a veteran diplomat and 
top Vatican expert in Larin 
American a&irs, vished both 
nations last December for pre- 
liminaiy talks. 

Samore's negotiations resulted 
in an agreement signed by the two 
neighboring countries in Mon- 
tevideo on Jan. 8.

Present Sadat is an unpredictable man. Fond of ^leecties — 
and long ones at that — he has developed a habit reoendy of trying to 
overdiFOw long-established truths of the Arab nation and the Islamic 
world. 

Mr. Sadats most recent qieech on May 1 took an accusatory 
form directed at Saudi Arabia, in whicb some patently &lse charges 
were levelled against the Kingdom and its role in the foie^ minis- 
tei^ confeteooe held in Baghdad late in March. 

Now Egypt is calling for an Idamk snmmit to discnss wwians of 
regaining Arab Jerusalem from Israel, a proposal President Sadat 
would have done well to consider before signing both the Camp 
David "Framework for Peace" and the separate peace treaty wifo 
Israel 

Rather than react with outrage at these Egyptian statements and 
proposals, it mi^t be well to explore what Mr. Sadat is trying to do, 
hoover rist^ a bu^es that is these days. 

By belittUng other Arab states who appose ins reoandiiation 
widi Israel and calling for an Islamic snmmit, Mr. Sadat is appar- 
ently attempting to assume the mantle of Arab and Islamic leader- 
sh^ that otJy one man ~ die late King Faisal — has been able to 
carry. It is without question both an absurd and audacknis attempt. 

Repndiated at Baghdad, Mr. Sadat has tried to garner support in 
Indonesia and India, two stales with very large Muslim populatiotis. 
He is wooing Somalia, ^ipaiently with assurances of arms, wh3e his 
U.S. allies {day a siniilar game with Oman. And he is atta^ing Saudi 
Andna, the FLO, Jordan and otherstates which have rigfady rebofGed 

him. 

When Mr. Sadat joins frrael and the United States in attacking 
those who were mice Egypf s strongest supporters, be enters into a 
political oonqnracy of folsebood. The Arab world is able to defend 
itselfagainst such {Rxipaganda by setting forth the trudi — abontthe 
stability, reasonableness and interests of its member states^ and 
about the capitulation Mr. Sadat has personally directed of the 
interests of Egypt to those of Israel. 

As for die Islamic summit on Jerusalem, no one can argue 
against the merits of sudi a meeting. But it is necessary to put sudi 
things in their proper context. First of ail, there is the Islamic foreign 
ministers* meeting due to take place on J!^y 8 in Fe^ Morocco, This 
assembly of 43 Islamic countries should first take into consideration 
what Mr. Sadat himself has done about the Iteration of Jerusalem. 

Hie has signed a peace tieaQr with a man who swears Jemsalem is 
the capital of Israel. He has gone to the holy city fo address the Israeli 
Knesset at the same time the rest of Islam was turning its heart to 
Mecca and the pQgrimage. He has surreodered all of EgyjT^ s bargain- 
ing power wifo Israel without gaining even a mention of Jerusalem in 
Us treaty. 

Egypt should, and most likely will be suspended from the Organ- 
ization of the Tdamie Conference at the Fez meeting. Only then can 
an Islamic summit on the holy city be raised as a topic of discussioo, 
fori^y then can the truth come forward without fear of Mr. Sadat’s 
slan^. 


East Germany 
leans on dissidents

East Germany appears to be engaged in a widenmg crackdown 
on political dissidents. 

Robert Havemann, a former East German professor who 
been under house arrest for 2% yearsforcritieisfflof (be state, now is 
under investigation for alleged foreign currency violadoas and has 
been {Hit m even tighter isolation, aooonlaig to lepmts from East 
Berlin. 

Havemann, 69, is a Maixist who w^ expelled from Com- 
munist Party and his Humboldt UniveTsiQr diemistiy teaching posi- 
tion in 1964 when his views began to stray from die party line. He h as 
since become the most intematioiially prominent political critic of 
the East German government. 

Stefan Heym, probably East Germany^ $ mostpronnnent author, 
also complained last week of new harassment linked fo foreign 
reguiations. 

Heym, in a statement issued to British oorrespondCTts last we^ 
that Ff6W Germany was now ootqiUng its oopyri^t laws with 
the foreign exchange repletion so that any audior whose work is 
puWshed in the West without penmssioQ the East German gov- 
enneot oommitted an offense and could be punished with up fo 
10 years in jaS. 

Heym m«iri the new rules are an attempt to sQence authors. 
"They talk of foreign exdiang e , but in reality it is freedom of speech 
that is at stake," he said. 

Heym, 66, is a German-born writer who fled Hhlec’s Germany, 
served in the U.S. Army during World War II and then returned fo a 
post-war East German Communism that he believed would work. 
He is so well known internationally as author and maverick Marxist 
that, while occasionaliy a harsh critic of the type of socialism that East 
Germany practices, he has largely been left alone by the amhorides. 

Yet, before makiiig the daims about the new foreign carreocy 
situation, he also fold reporters that he had been barred accept- 

ing a lecture invitation m West Germany and compiained that secret 
service s^nts were trafliag his wife. 

Heym's latest book, "Collin," which criticizes the East German 
security apparatus, was recendy pubfidied in the West East German 
authors, many of vriiom have been exiled to the West in previous 
periods of dissent and crackdown, are generally paid, in Western 
currency by their Western publishers. 

Htym compared the new restriction to a form of "McCaztby-

leadership," a description that appaiendy rankled East German 
leaders.

Kurdish nationalism in Turkey

ISTANBUL, 

Kurdish nationalism io easteni Turkey is stining up growing 
alarm among the country’s political and military leaders. 

An estimated seven milUon of Turicey’s 44 million people are of 
Kontish origin. They are regarded as Tvks and do not enjoy any 
spectaJ minority rights. *niroughout the 56-year hisfoiy of the Turic- 
i^ Republic, the authorities have deoied die existence ci a Kurdirii 
problem and have frowned even on the use of the word Kurdish. 

However, recent developments have forced government and 
mShaiy leaders to discuss the issue publicly, and t^ is now widely 
refiect^ in the local press. 

What has caused particular alarm is the leoeut Kurdish seces- 
sionist tronbles in neighboring Iran, which has been accompanied by 
some aghatioQ in the Kuntisb-lnhabited Turkish provinces along the 
borders. The discovery of weapons smu gg led from Iran, as well as 
documents and messages, has incteased these fears. 

The National Security Counefl, comprising the nation's top 
miihary commanders, recently discussed mtelligence reports about 
the "resnrgence of divisive acts" in eastern Turkey. Troop reip- 
forcements have been sent to the borders vrith Iran and Iraq and strict 
security measures have been taken in those areas. 

Tte nriftf of the general staiEI^ Gen. Kenan Evren, and the chief 
of security, Haydar Ozkin, visited Iraq reoendy and conferred about 
joint measures to prevent disturbances in their respective Kurdish 
areas. Turkey has been trying to establish rifniiar contacts witii the 
Iranian authorities, but the shnation there has so far prevented such a 
dialogue. 

An emergency mpf.ring of governors of eastern provinces in the 
remote town of Van was told by Minister of the Interior Hassan 
Gunes that security measures were necessary, but these were not 
enough. The plight of the people living in those less developed areas 
should be improved with appropriate economic and social measures, 
be said.

As she describes it, the road 
from her Oilifomia childhood to 
the office in Alexandria was a long 
^ceful arc belying the usual 
image of blind ambition hacking 
its way to the top. She is the 
daughter of a Polish immegrant 
who made good as a building con- 
tractor. 

“We have always been a very 
closeknit family,” says her fetber, 
Carl Daniels, “one that always 
believed there is a great deal of 
satisfaction in hard work. Doing 
something better — that has kept 
me going. We knew sbe would 
accomplish whatever her goal 
might be. But no one ever consi- 
dered that the ladder would be so 
high and so long.” 

“ 1 didn* t start out with big a mbi- 
tions,” sbesays.“TbewayIsawit, 
what 1 was doing was doing was 
earning a living. I didn't think of it 
in terms of a career. I assumed 
there would be marriage and chil- 
dren.” 

There was one marriage that 
ended in divorce. There is another 
that she has ^ni two years in 
analysis trying to preserve. " Mr.

“It 
was a complete surprise,” she 
maintains. “My boss just caUed 
me m one day and said, ' F ra leav- 
ing. You' re in charge' ' sbe makes 
it sound so easy. “I never really 
planned the next step.” 

The stark outline stands in curi- 
ous contrast to the intensity of the 
pace sbe maintains In between 
the constant traveling, she is “try- 
ing very hard to learn French." 

There is at least one tennis game a 
week. Utere is skiing every 
weekend it can be managed in the 
winter. When there is time after 
work, she likes to cook — "com- 
plicated things.” She is on the 
board of fiabson College, a trustee 
of Bennington. This spring she is a 
visiting fi^ow at Davidson Col- 
lege in Soath Carolina. 

The obligations loom up to 
meet her at eve'iy turn. “Like 
bookends,” she says. “I wish 1 felt 
more comfortable taking longer 
amounts of time o£E...“ F m so tired 
much of the time.” It is not said as 
a complaint — merely an occupa- 
tional hazard. Even when she 
nuns on the television late at night 
for a video tranquilizer — ‘*Tlie 
Odd Couple,” “Perry Mason,” — 
she knits. It keeps her hands bu^. 

“Fm driven by, something, 
clearly,” she says, in answer to a 
question. “But 1 don't know what 
it is. 1 thought the analyss would 
help identify it, but...” ^ shrugs. 
No answers. 


It's not the money. “Of course, 
Fve bought some real long-term

JEDDAH — “The Tiiuerf' of 
London, despite the long strike 
that has left this most prestigious 
En^ish newspapers unpub- 
hshed for several months, con- 
tinues to offer important reading 
materials through its book 
department. 

“The Times Atias of the 
Worid” was widely acclaimed as 
the best Atlas available in F-n giiah 
when it first came out some time 
a^. Now Times Books has 
broQ^t out its long-awaited 

“Atlas of Worid History,” and it 
was worth the wait. 

It a an entirely new work of 
reference combining the visual 
interest of an Atlas with a com- 
prehensive expotition of world 
history from earliest times to 
1975. It is designed for both the 
specialist and the general reader. 
Some 80 distinguished historians 
have contributed to the narrative 
and the work contains 600 new 
maps and ancUliary illustrations. 

Historical atlases in the past 
have tended to be Europe- 
offented, with the histories (rf the 
other regions drawn upon only 
insofar as Europe im ptnyW upon 
them. This is not so in the “Times 
Atlases,” which takes a worid 


view of histoiy, doing justice, 
without prejudice or fevor, to the 
achievements ofaltpeo^es and all 
cultures. Special efforts have been 
made to stress the dynamic of his- 
toiy, its changes and movements. 
Traditionally, too, historical 
atlases have been fxeoccupied 
with political events. The present 
atlas, in dealing more with sodai 
history, reflects the change of 
empha^ which has occurred in 
historical studies over the last 30 
years. 

In his foreword, Geoffrey Bar- 
raclougb, formerly professor of 
modern history at Oxford, who 
worked on the project for five 
years, explains the importance of 
the latest developments in cartog- 
raphic techniques. An example is 
the use of a variety of projections 
to emphasize an historical situa- 
tion; “Thus the map of Islam has 
been deliberately centered on 
Mecca and the Mediterranean 
world has been viewed from there 
as it might have been viewed by an 
Arab in the seventh century.” 

The aiilas is introduced by a 
World Chronology, presenting a 
synopsis of the major events set 
out under ax headings — Asia, 
Europe, Near East and North 
Africa, Other Regions, and 
finally. Culture and Technology. 
The Atlas proper is divided into 
seven major sections each with its 
own supporting narrative, maps 
and pictures. 

Section one, “The Worid of 
Early Man.” traces the evidence 
of man's origins, his early wander-* 


ings as a hunter and gatherer, the 
impact of the ice ages, the evolu- 
tion of agriculture and the 
development -of primary settle- 
ments in the various world reg- 
ions. 

Section two, “The Rrsi Civiliza- 
fions," explains the beginning of 
cultures in Eurasia, the Near East 
and Asia. This section, for 
instance, contains 25 expianaiory 
<^ps produced in a most attrac- 
tive and informative way, with 1 2 
supporting charts and pictures.

He said the California gasoline shortage came a 
few months before be expected, but added, "the 
average motorist is going to be faced with more 
shortages of gasoline in the future and we ought to 
be ready for it and we are not yet ready for it." 

The presidem was referring to the: reluctance of 
Congress to approve a standby proposal giving him 
power to institute gasoline rationing if necessary. 

He said voluntary efforts to save energy, com- 
bined with such mandatory programs as setting 
thermostats at 65 degrees fahrenheit in the winter 
and 80 degrees in the summer in public buildings, 
should accomplish the goal.

The announcement by the com- 
pany was the latest development 
in a family feud that has seen the 
29-year-old resident of ^^ttier, 
Calrfomia, sue to overturn his 
father’s will, sue family financial 
advisers for alleged breach of 
fidudaiy duty and seek the dis- 
qualification of the probate judge 
for alleged prejudice. 

The lO-member nominating 
committee is chaired by Henry 
Ford n, chairman and chief execu- 
tive officer of the company. The 
other membersare the Ford direc- 
tors not connected with the family 
or the company's day-to-day 
operations. One of its duties Is to 
pass on qualifications of those who 
might become directors. 

Henry Ford told his nephew of 


the action in a three-paragraph 
letter mailed Friday, company 
spokesman Bill Harkis said. 

Benson Ford's father, Henry’s 
brother, was a director at his death 
last July. The son said he wanted 
to succeed to his father’s seat on 
the board and take an important 
role in the company. 

Benson Ford reportedly owns 
2.1 per cent of the total sharehol- 
der vote through shares left him W 
a grandmother. His fether's will 
fts tahlishe d a trust for him valued 
at $ 7.5 million, or another 0.S per 


cent of the total voting power. 

Other family holdings are 
larger. William Clay Ford, tbe 
larg^ single stockholder, owns 2 
Vi times as much stock as Benson. 

The will put tbe trust for Benson 
Ford under control of his mother, 
and after her death Henry Ford, 
then Willaim Qay Ford. Only 
after William Gay Ford dies could 
young Benson t^e control — a 
fact that Benson Ford said was 
inconsistent with his father’s 
wishes that he assume an impor- 
tant role in the company.

NEW YORK, May 5 (AP) — 
The way things are going, one 
might think the American con- 
sumer would be a hero on Wall 
Street. 

By apparently adopting a 
“buy now before tbe next price 
increase" philosophy in an era' of 
rapid inflation, consumers have 
played a major role in sending the 
economy into one of its longest 
periods of expansions since World 
Warn. 

The recession that many of the 
experts began predicting as much 
as three years ago has been post- 
poned and.po5tponed again. And 
earnings of many companies have 
clearly benefited. 

But in fact, stock-market anal- 
ysts have some very mixed feelings 
about the consumer spending 
spree — and the less-than- 
exuberam behavior of tbe market 
lately suggests that mai^ investors 
share their raisgivmgs. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials, which droj^xed 9. 1 0 to 
847.54 in the past week, has now 
been locked in a neutral trend 
since late March. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
compoate index, down .62 at 
56.76 for the week, also has gone 
nowhere over the same period. 

About tbe only s^ of life has 
been among stocks listed on the 
smaller American Stock 
Exchange — whose total market 
value of aboutS 45 billion roughly 
equals that of a single big board 
issue. International Business 
Madges. 

On Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesd^ the Amex market 
value index reached new highs, 
before turning downward and 
cJosiDg out the week with a net loss 
of 1.10 at 182.55. 

Big board volume averaged 
29.89 million shares a day, against 
30.98 million the week before. 

’The common view on Wall 
Street is that, despite its perristent 
strength, consumer' spending is 
headed for a time of reckoning 
before long. And that presents 
something of a dilemma for the 
financial community. 

The longer economic activity 
remains strong, the thinking goes. 


the more inflation problems tte 
country will have. And histori- 
cally, the stock market is at its 
strongest not during boom times, 
but in sluggish periods when inves- 
tors begin to look forward to a 
recovery. 

“The watchword in Wall Street 
is‘lef s get the recession started so 
we can get the bull market under- 
way.' " the firm of Bache Halsey 
Stuart Shields observed. 

But a good many analysts are 
not so sure the market is really 
ready to shn^ off a business slow- 
down once it begins — e^cially if 
the decline in activity turns out to 
be worse than the “soft landing" 
the Carter administration is hop- 
ing for. 

A group of analysts at . Dean 
Witter R^olds Inc. said in a 
recent report, “If, as we suspect, 
the pace of the over-all economy 
falls off in tbe second half of 1979, 
the consumer sector will follow 
suit Then .some types of spending, 
particular for durable goods, 
should fell sharply. 

“Two segmentsof the consumer 
sector, automobiles and brewers, 
showed declining earnings in 
1978, and a number of others 
experienced only small gains. As ' 
the economy slows in the second 
half of 1979 and consumer spend- 
ing weakens, earnings should fall 
in other industries too. 

“Producers of durable goods 
and big-ticket items are the most 
vulnerable to profit eroaon." 

The consumer's position, 
whether over-extended or not, 
was not helped any by what hap- 
pened in the first quarter of this 
year, when personal income rose 
at an 8.7 per cent compound 
annual rate while the Consumer 
Price Index was surging ahead at a 
13.1 per cent annual rate. 

“The average American con- 
sumer was left just as poorly off as 
if prices had remained level and 
the economy had under^ne a 5 
percentcontraction," said Market 
Logic, a Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
investment advisory service. 

That evidence, the firm con- 
cludes, suggests that the economy 
is already headed into what it calls 
a “de facto recession."

French, Costa Ricans hostages 

£1 Salvador embassies occupied 


SAN SALVADOR, El Sal- 
vador, May 5 (AP) — Anti- 
government militants occup}^ 
tbe French and Costa RJcan 
embassies here Saturday released 
a French guard wounded in the 
embas^ takeovers Friday. 

But the militants were still hold- 
ing hostage at least 30 persons 
including the ambassadors of both 
countries, ofBdals said. 

A spokesman for the ‘^Popular 
Revolutionary Bloc," reached by 
telephone inside the French 
Embassy, said one of their own 
members had also been wounded. 


The injuries occurred, he said, 
when die private security guard 
tried to prevent them from enter- 
ing the building. 

But the spokesman declined to 
say how many persons were 
involved in the takeovers and if all 
members of the group were 
armed. 

The spokesman, who asked not 
to be idratified, denied members 
of the grotq) had been responsible 
for a shootout near the embassies 
Friday that left two policemen and 
a security guard dead. The gov- 
ernment claimed the policemen 


were attacked while patrolling the 
tense nei^bortiood, but did not 
say how it identified die killers as 
members of the same group that 
semed tbe embassies. 

The spokesman said Friday the 
takeovers had been peaceful but 
did not offer any explanatioa for 
the wounding of tbe embas^ 
guard. 

Jean Durffaud, a French 
Embassy staff member, was 
allowed to leave the embas^ dur- 
ing the night to qieak with a top 
official of die Defense Ministiy. 
He was reportedly freed to 


159-nation conference 


Rich, poor to meet in Manila 


MANILA, May 5 (AP) — 
Economic experts from 159 coun- 
try begin three weeks of deliber- 
ations Monday that could dissolve 
into bitter clashes between the 
world's haves and have-nots. 

The baric premise of UNCTAD 
V, the fifth session of tbe United 
Natioas Conference on Trade and 
Development, is that the world’s 
economic system must be altered. 

“ UNCTAD V convenes 
against background of disap- 
pointment and impatience regard 
ing tbe slow tempo of progress in 
the dialogue on international 
cooperation and the paucity of 
results attained so hr," said 
Gammii Corea, the Sri ijnlcan 
UNCTAD Secretary-Genera. 

“ The basic thread of the 
agenda of the conference, its cen- 
tnJ dieme, is structural diangef... 
changes of a frmdamental diaiac- 
ler. ’’ 

The conference backdrop is the 
strongly worded report of the 
so-called'* groupof77” develop- 
ing countries meetin g in Arusha, 
Tanzania in February. It said tbe 
group’s governments *' view with 
deep concern tbe inequities and 
mjustices in the prevailing order ” 
and “ strongly deplore the policies 


adopted by developed countries in 

the field of trade. " 

" The world economy is cur- 
rently in the most serious crisis 
since tbe end of tbe second world 
war," the document said. " Tte 
continuing economic malaise in 
the iaternational economic system 
is not simply a phenomenon of 
^clical nature, but primarily a 
tymptom of underlying structiunl 
maladjustments. " 

Western governments are res- 
igned to resolutions emerging 
^m UNCTAD V that won't 


favor them and that will include 
strong recommendations for shar- 
ing the wealth. 

The question they’re asking is, 
“ bow far will the conference 
go?” 

*' It’s quite likefy that certain 
countries in the Group of 77 will 
try to put forth strong documents 
based on Arusha, particularly for 
a greater influence in world 
economic decisions for developing 
countries, ’’ said a European 
delegation leader.

Youth in China making up for lost time 


PEKING, May 5 ( AP) Hous- 
ing is a concern and some recent 
gi^uates sit home six months to a 
year without Jobs but "nseles^’ 
political meetings have 
Himinishwd sharply, Peking young 
peo^ say. 

One called tue "People’s 
Daily,” offidal newspaper of the 
ConuDunist Party, “banaT and 
several, asked tiie latest news, 
thought only China’s loss of the 
worid table tennis men’s team 
ghampinnship tO Hnugaty WaS 
worthy of mention. 

But they consider China’s mod- 
ernization drive important and 
many, dq>rived of a normal edu- 
cation during tbe turmofl of the 
Cultural Revloution, are now 
stuctying on their own to make iq> 
for lost time. 

Amid a blossoming of wall 
posteis critical of some party and 
goveniment policies, young Chin- 
ese were seeking out foreigners 
for conversation, questions and 
of views a few months 


ago. With a government crack- 
down on ceruun activities includ- 
ing questioning (tf the pai^ s lead- 
ing role, such initiatives by Chin- 
ese have ended. 

One student trim started a con- 
versation to practise his English 
said be could get a scolding if 
plainriothes polire were watchhig, 
"But I don't care.” 

He criticized autiiorities for 
being too rigid about soch con- 
tacts, asking, "How can we prac- 
tise foreign langoages?” 

In one sudi conversation at tiie 
only permi tt ed wall poster posting 
plare, "Democracy Wall,’' young 
fiiingjMi cjq>lained some of the 
gaiKTo nnie regarding posters, asired 
a foreigner’s view on tiie posters 
and asked if there were snch things 
in the United States. 

Told that Americans were more 
likely to write letters to mewspap- 
eis, they said: “Do they ^ 
printed?”

pie {banning marriage coold not 
find their own living quarters. One 
was a young driver recently back 
from ei^t years working in north- 
east Qirink and Iimer Mongolia, 
where be said there was no snch 
problem. 

He said he could drive all day 
there sometimes without seeing 
anybody. The food was monoton- 
ous, cooking was lacking and the 
weather was severe. Instead of tbe 
political meetings vriuch plague 
workers in Peldi^, he said, pec^e 
played cards and sometimes sl^ 
ped work. The rule now is more 
work, more pay. 

Many workers said they must 
still attend meetings, but not 
nearty as often as when the " Gang 
of Four’' radical leaders held 
power and put politics above 
everything. 

Tb^ meetings now are 
generally connected with the jobs 
and cover more practical subjects. 

The anenq>loyment inoblem 
mentioned by some has bMn ack- 
nowledged by tbe government, 
which also calls on young people 
to put the nation's interest ahead 
of their own when jobs are 
arranged. 

When housing is arranged, it is 
che^ one worker said. He paid 


less than 2.S ynan 1.63 a month 
out of a salary of about 60 yuan 
About half the salary went 
for food. 

The worker, vrix) said he had 
heard of people paying iq> to one 
third of titeir salary in rent in otibipr 
conntries, said ai^orities subsid- 
ize food and keep down prices of 
daQy necessities, although otiier 
thin^ are expenave. Rdnts are 
low but quart^ are smal^ some- 
times with more than one family 
sharing a kitchen and bathroom. 

“Under the Gang of Four our 
time was wasted. We couldn't 
learn anything,” said a young 
hotel worker. Some of his ^nds 
who had studied on their own had 
passed the recently revived col- 
lege ent r^"^- examinations and he 
hopes to do the same. 

Ife was buty studying both 
F.ngH«h and Japanese, whidi he 
thoogiht could lead to translation 
or interprptei work in the future. 

“We would Uke to contribute to 
modernization, but we didn* t 
learn anything and have no abil- 
ity,'’ he said.

‘ RaUyine forces ’ 

Idi Amin said in Libya 


MOSCOW, May 5 (AP) — 
Former Ugandan President Idi 
Amin is in exQe in Liltya bnt told 
his Moscow ambassador in a tele- 
phone call from there that he is 
rallying forces to overthrow 
Uganda’ s new government, senior 
African dqilomatic sources dis- 
closed Saturday. 

The sources said Amin's call to 
the private residence of the 
ambassador. Col. A^ni Elly, was 
made on April 26, IS d^s after 
Tanzanian forces and Ugandan 
,insui]^nts captured Kampala. 


The account of the telephone 
conversation confirmed reports 
that the Amin was in libyiL 
The sources said Amin gave his 
Moscow envoy a number in 
Tripioli for further contact, and 
txrged him to bring some 200 
Ugandan military students study- 
ing here to Libya. 

Col. Elly left tbe Soviet Union 
Friday with another pro-Amin 
emba^ diplcmiat on a flight to 
Tripoli and was seen off Ity the 
Libyan Ambassador Daziali Swe- 
dan, the sources said. 


MANILA, May5(AP) — TTie 
martial law governmeat of Fhilii^ 
pine President Ferdinand Marcos 
holds regional elections Monday 
that he claims urall help end a 
bloody 6W-year Muslim npriang 
in the southern part of the coun- 
try. 

But the Moro National libera- 
tion group, leader of the rebellion 
for Muslim rule in 13 southern 
provinces, has entered no candi- 
dates and is not taking part in vot- 
ing for members of two regional 
assemblies. 

' None of the known opposition 
groiqis have put up candidates, 
leaving the field to Maroo^ Soci- 
ety Movement and a number of 
independent candidates. 

The elections are for a legisla- 
tive assembly in each of two reg- 
ions comprising 10 provinces in 
the southern Meodanao and Snin- 
islands. Each assembly has 26. 
members of which the voting anil 
decide 17 seats. Later elections 
will fill four more seats and Mar- 
cos wiU a(qx)int five more. 

Morcos has said the election is 
in keeping with a tentative agree- 
ment between the- government 
and the front made with the help 
of a four-nation Iriamic confer- 
ence mediation team in 1976.. 

An accompanying oease-fire 
accord collapsed 10 months after 
tiie agreement, reached in Tiqioli, 
opening new hostilities. 

Liltyan Ambassador Moun^ 
tapha Oreiza says the Tripoli 
agreement is not being com|^d 
witii and that without the froirfs 
participation, tbe election is 
doomed to feiluie. 

Libya was the front’s main 
finant^ backer during its early 
years. But the amba^^or has 
said that since the establishment 
of dqilomatic ties between Maiula 
and Tripoli in 1976, no aid has 


been dhaimefed to the Fldipmo 
Muslims except through tiie gov- 
ernment.
